Cleanup on the 
Cariboo Hydraulic 



Return Expected to Be Small 
Owing to Shortage of 
Water Supply. 



Whole Result is Disappointing 
Not Due to Any Fault 
of \1ine. 



Tim Colonist Thursday had brief in- 
foriliutioii of tlie clean-up at the Cariboo 
Hydraulic mine. Additional partivulnrs 
are now at hand. Till tho assay returns 
arc obtainable the. actual value of the 
reason's clean-up will not be known, but 
it is common knowledge that it will lie 
unusually low and not up to last year's 
output which was in t'lie neighborhood 
of $70,000. The •cause for this low 
c'leau-up is entirely uttriibutuible ti> the 
failure of the water supply and uot to 
a decrease in the 'ricbnoss of the gravels 
which are classed amongst the bust gold- 
ibeuring placer grounds', of any magni- 
tude, in the world. The water shortage 
was cnore acute than has been experi- 
enced f*r inany years in the history of 
the operation of the mines, the com- 
pany's excellent system of canals and 
reservoirs having in previous years en- 
abled it to secure a vwj fair supply. 
In 1000 4l!0,S7S miner's inches were 
used and dn 1899 4-tJ3,U5G inches were 
arailafUle. 

A*t the commencement of this season 
there was every judication of an ample 
/water supply, as the precipitation 
throughout tho winter and spring had 
ln-en heavy and the outlook was good. 
.Climatic conditions, however, caused u 
large portion of the snow and water 
relied upon to be evaporated and other- 
wise lo't before it could be utilized if or 
liydrnn licking. iA succession of ex- 
tremely hot days, followed Iby cold 
nights caused an exceptional evapora- 
tion of the snow ■and moisture on the 
nnountains and resulted in the source of 
supply for the company's reservoirs be- 
ing hugely cut off. As a result only H 
short season's work could :be done and 
even then the monitors were working 
for a large portion of the time under 
half a head of water. 

The actual piping or clean-up com- 
menced on April 21, and iby August 5 
the 'water had given our, there being 
hardly enough in the flumes to wet l'ih 
ilMittom "board*. The men were accord- 
ingly paid off and the season's work 
'practically closed. IMr. .f. B. Hotwon is 
remaining up at the mine for a short 
time to get things in shape, for the win- 
ter anil for the resumption of work next 
spring. 

The failure of the •water supply and 
consequent Ktnnll clean-up will be very 
disappointing to those interested in the 
Cariboo Hydraulic as the high precipi- 
tation reported up to last spring had 
caused rosy anticipation. That the lack 
of richness of the' gravels is not ilic 
cause of the small returns is, however, 
a source of satisfaction. The work this 
season wiw chiefly in the lower bed 
gravels which were known to ilie rich and 
some anticipated a return almost equal 
to that of li)00, when $!150,<>Sr».77 was 
the value of the elea-i.-up, if only the 
■water supply had held out. As an in- 
dication of the richness of the gravels 
it is worthy of mention that one nugget, 
valued at $150, was washed out. "While 
the result of this summer's work is dis- 
appointing it is not regarded as any fault 
of the mine but the result of exception- 
ally adverse climatic conditions and with 
the prospect of a tangible scheme for 
tapping the new chain of lakes, discov- 
ered in the mountains in dose proximity 
to the mine last winter, the impression 
prevails that such exceptional conditions 
can be provided against i'n the future.

BOND VICTIM 

OF ACCIDENT 



The Jury Found That Death Re- 
sulted From Misfortune and 
Blame No One. 



An inquest was held yesterday after- 
noon iby the coroner, Wr. Hart, touching 
tlie death of the late William Bond, who 
fell from a Kort street ear on Thursday 
night ami sustained fatal injuries. Tho 
jury, after hearing the evidence of the 
hospital doctor. Dr. Hasell, and witness- 
es of the ucecident, found that the de- 
ceased had come to his death" through 
accident, and neither the street car or 
the niotortnan in charge of the car were 
'blameuble. Dr. Hasell gave evidence 
that between 10:30 ami 11 p.m. on 
Thursday night deceased was brought 
to the hospital suffering from a fracture 
at the base of the skull, with hemorr- 
hage of the brain, which continued until 
death occurred three hours later. There 
was a cut on the rignt side of the scalp 
and some minor bruises. 

Alexander Muir, who was on the front 
of the street car, deposed that .deceas- 
ed was already on the car when he 
boarded it. He had three or four pieces 
of iron piping, untied, with him on the 
front of the car. Near School street, as 
the cor rounded the curve, he appeared 
to lose his balance when trying to keep 
the piping in position. In falling lie 
struck the iron on the front of the car,
